Hundred Book* or «Hipline*.

A bad memory and a desire to preserve 
tho good things he read iii the news­ 
papers led Joseph W. IL 
Cathcart 
twenty-five years ago to * begin scrap­ 
book making. Now he has a library cd 
one hundred Volumes, made up entirely 
of clippings and covering a great variety 
of subjects, showing at once the broad 
range of tho collector’s tastes and the 
wide scope of the journalism of the past 
quarter of a century. Cathcart is jani­ 
tor of the building 303 Walnut street, 
anil hqs lichi that position for half lits 
lifetime. In lfb room is a large book­ 
case filled with neatly-boti 10,1 volume's 
each with tho chafueter of its contents 
stamped in gold upon the back, with the 
name of the compiler, followed by the 
mysterious letters “G. S. B. M.,” which, 
os translated by Mr. Cathcart, means 
“Great Scrap-Book Maker. ” In proof of 
his bad memory tho collector was unable 
to tell without consulting his books when 
he first began his work. An examina­ 
tion of his first collection of clippings 
furnished the date, December IO, 1850, 
and the first clipping was found to bt* an 
advertisement offering a reward for the 
capture of a runaway slave. Tho last 
book compiled is a pamphlet, which 
when bound will bear the title, “ Mayor 
King and His Black Policemen.” 
It is 
made up of all the newspaper articles 
relating to the appointment of colored 
men on the police force. 
Tho titles of some of the volumes will 
give an idea of the subjects covered. 
Three large volumes aro devoted to 
“ China and Japan,” and are made up of 
more than a thousand clippings. 
“ In­ 
cidents in tho Life of Jefferson Davis 
fill two volume, which are followed by 
four bulky lxx)ks, entitled “Anxious In ­ 
quirers.”" Then come four good-sized 
volumes of “ Sermons and Religious 
Scraps,” next to which “The Assassina­ 
tion of Lincoln and Trial and Execution 
of the Conspirators,” is given place in a 
book of many hundred pages. 
“Odd 
Fellows and Good Templars” arc repre­ 
sented next in a single volume, as are 
also “Men and Women of 1868 and 1869.” 
Three large volumes, among the neatest 
in $io collection, are devoted to “Colonel 
Forney’s Letters and European Corre­ 
spondence.” Next to Colonel Forney’s 
letters is a volnme inscrilxxl “Life and 
Death of Charles Sumner,” and another 
“Comic Sketches.” One of the most in­ 
teresting books in the collection and, 
perhaps, the most valuable, is “Poetry 
of the Rebellion,” which contains about 
one thousand war sougs. Another in­ 
ter! sting volume and the largest in tho 
library is “The Colored People and the 
Passenger Railroads and Railroad Mat­ 
ters of the United States.” 
This book 
contains 682 pages. No less tliau eight 
bulky volumes aro devoted to “Wcscott’s 
History of Philadelphia.” 
Three vol­ 
umes are filled with “Masonic Scraps” 
and five with clippings concerning “En­ 
franchisement’s Last Chapter, tho Fif­ 
teenth Amendment,” aud four volumes 
suffice to accommodate “Tho Block Man 
After the Passage of Civil Rights Bill.” 
Five volumes contain the doings of 
“The Freedmon’s Bureau,” and the 
same number of books are made up of 
clippings relating to “Slavery.” “John 
Brown’s Insurrection” finds place in a 
single volume, next to which are two im­ 
mense “Scrap Book of the Rebellion.” 
A fat book, measuring four inches across, 
contains “The Trial of Mr. and Mrs. 
Twitched for the Murder of Mrs. Hill,” 
and another volume is a record of mur­ 
ders aud executions and miscellaneous 
criminal matters. Three volumes now 
under way tho scrap-book maker takes 
great pride in, being no less than “ The 
Crimes of Ministers.” 
Mr. Cathcart sets great store by his 
library and reckons its valim in sordid 
dollars very high. To him it represents 
twenty-five years of work, and he says 
that a man to make another such collec­ 
tion must start young and wait until all 
his hair has {Kirned gray bcforo it will be 
as ompfete.

An Iowa correspondent asks us for 
general instruction as to shearing, and 
what effect shearing, has upon the gen­ 
eral condition of the sheep. It is pretty 
difficult to give an amateur any infor­ 
mation that will enable him to perform 
the operation successfully. 
It requires 
practice and skill. It is not a very easy 
work, either for the man or the animal. 
As general points the following may be 
observed. 
See to it that the animal is 
well fed, that is, that the stomach fs 
filled with grass. 
Otherwise it will be 
perfectly natural for the animal to fret 
more than it ordinarily does under the 
operation. 
This precaution taken, se­ 
lect a smooth, clean floor or a platform 
made for the purpose. Set the sheep on 
its ramp, handling it gently, and shear 
the wool from its neck and shoulders. 
Then lay the animal upon Its side and 
shear one side; then turn it and shear 
the other. 
Shear reasonably close, but 
exercise the greatest care that neither 
skin or teats are cut. 
Do not shear too early.

There were five persons on the engine» 
Mr. Chapman, the engineer, fireman, 
and two others who weaton the excurs­ 
ion for amusement. 
The occupants were of course separa­ 
ted, when the engine plunged into the 
stream aud the engineer and fireman 
succeeded in catching the branche J of a 
willow tree, which was nearly covered 
with the water. The two strangers man­ 
aged to grasp some other object, leaving 
Mr. Chapman the only unfortunate with­ 
out means of escape, as he was swept by 
his comrades with the strong current, 
without their being able to render any 
assistance. Tho drowning man feeling 
that his end was near, called oat in a 
dyiug voice, “Tell the folks good-bye.” 
That was the last seen of him until the 
body was recovered at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon.
